mon crises--drowning, ’ 
poisoning, suffocation or ‘ 
heart attack--which strikes 
suddenly, sometimes without 
warning, shutting off a per- 
son's breath and preventing 
him from further breathing. 

Only a few minutes are 
required to learn simple 
procedures which could 
mean the difference between 
life and death In such a 
situation, says Dr. Victor 
Strauss, president of the 
Southwestern Ohio Chapter 
of the American Heart 
Association, The AHA recom- 
mends that everyone over 10 
years of age be taught rescue 
breathing. This_procedure 
uses air from one person's 
lungs to fill the lungs of 
another. 

If there is difficulty deter- 
ming whether or not the vic- 
tim is breathing, put an ear to 


his _nect, pinch the victim's 
nose shut with your other 
hand. Then, také a deep 
breath, place your mouth 
tightly over his mouth and 
exhale. If his chest rises you 
are doing the job properly. 
Remove your mouth and let 
his- chest deflate. 

Repeat this procedure 
every five seconds until 
professional help arrives. If 
more than one person is 
available to help, take turns 
doing the rescue breathing. 

Don't stop your efforts until 
medical heip “arrives 
However, if the Victim begins 
to breathe by himself, you 
may stop the - rescue 
breathing methods, In this 
case the victim should be 
Placed on his side until help 
arrives.

Black Reflections On 1971

As Black people we face two temptations in our 
attempts to absorb the meaning of 1971. On the one 
hand; we are tempted not to look-back at all, to move 
as if the past were not connected to the patti ahead. 
On the other hand, we are also tempted to pass simple 


. Judgements, to throw out new slogans (or resurrect old 


ones) aS an escape from the encounter with our 
reality—and America's, 

It is our conviction at IBW that neither stance 
will do. We consider it absolutely necessary to look as 
hard as we can at what black people have just been 
through, recognizing that we shall miss much, but 
looking and seeking nevertheless. Our search is 
guided by the words of one“of our African brothers, 
Amilcar. Cabral, the leader of the revolutionary 
movement in Guinea-Bissau. H® warned us to,“‘tell no

lies and claim no easy victories.” . 


On the white side: 

Nineteen-seventy-one was 
‘@-year in which America gave 
every sign of a-society that 
has lost its way. Its military 
honor was exposed as 
baseless myth by mylai, the 
the credibility of four of its 
Presidents was exploded by 
the disctosures” of the» Pen- 
tagon Papers. Its “free enter- 
prise system” was so 
weakened by the pressures 
of rising inflation and rising 
unemployment that Nixon 
himself, the arch-defender of 
laissez-faire capitalism, was 
forced to intervene in the 
economy to save it. Inter- 
nationally the nation which 
had vilified China-for 22 
years, was forced by world 
realities to slip meekly (via 
Pakistan) into China's back. 
door in order to court its 
favor;-while-on-the-wotid 
market the American dollar 
crumbled into dust. 
America's hallowed traditions 
and moral pretensions disin- 
tegrated on all sides in 1971. 

Convulsed and consumed 
by these’ developments, 
America spent 1971 groping 
for its moorings, trying to 
resurrect old—now hopelessly 
bankrupt--purposes, In 
retrospect we are struck by 
the fact that on the national 
level, American white. leader- 
ship had little real time to 
devote to Black people. 
(Keeping us “in our place,” 
therefore, fell largely to local 
authority. The ''big- boys" 
were preoccupied with trying 
to save an empire. 

Nixon epitomized this 
“benign.negiect" by refusing 
in March, even to mention 
Black peopl his address 
on the cof his Union. 
But, as so happens, this 
insult, among others, helped 
to galvanize the 
Congressional Black Caucus 
to some preliminary sense of 
its possibilities. 


‘The real meaning of the —to contain and divert us trom peo 


emergence of the Black 
Caucus, however, went far 
beyond the coming-together 
of the handful of Black 
Congressmen. and the lone 
Congresswoman. It represen- 
ted a tendency toward in- 
dependent biack politics 
whose mass potential, if.ever 
ignited, would fundamentally 
alter the existing American 
political system, Fearful white 
Political leaders apprehen- 


place in the ATTICA CORRECTIONAL FACILITY in New York, which not only 
sparked an outbreak of similar riots in prisons elsewhere but brought mounting 
demands for prison reform. The death toll reached 41, most of them black inmates.

ded this fact and redoubled 
their efforts to break up in- 
cipient black political power. 
That was the meaning of the 
redistricting and gerryman- 
dering maneuvers in the land, 
the breaking up of black in- 
ner-city populations and. the 


movement toward “metro... 


potitan”’ and” “régional” gov- 
ernment. That too was the 
meaning of the old-fashioned 
intimidation surrounding the 
November elections in 
Mississippi. 

But 1971 also reminded us 
that the deepest level of our 
struggle in America goes far 
beyond. the comparative 
niceties of electoral politics. 
In ways dimly perceived by 
us at the time but clearly per- 
ceived by the white guar- 
dians.of the land, the Black 
freedom movement poses a 
fundamental threat to the 
nature of American society. 
There is no other way to ex- 
plain the revelation of 1971 
that while we were peacefully 
and non-violently marching 
and singing and petitioning 
for civil rights in the sixties, 


“the “liberal” Kennedy and 


Johnson administrations 
were hastily erecting a 
national system of police sur- 
veillance to monitor the

military and the FBI. More of 
America's resources were 
directed to spying on black 
folks than| were directed, for 
instance, against organized 
crime.- which tells us, rather 
eloquently, where the nation 
is at. 

So it -has become clear 
once..again. that America is 
really against Black people, 
whether advocates of “in- 
tegration" or “separation.” 
For in either capacity we 
pose some threat to white in- 
terests. 

Still. asin every year of our 
struggle, 1971 illustrated the 
basic futility of the attempts 


the-struggie- toward-a new 
society. For we saw, if we 
looked closely, the black 
rebellion leap from the 
nation's streets and cam- 
puses to the military and the 
prisons. 

From Vietnam to Germany 
to Fort Dix, New Jersey, 
black soldiers struck back at 
the racism in America’s Im- 
perial Army, often using 
against white officers in Viet- 
nam the weapons and tactics 
they had been taught to em- 
ploy only against America’s 
“enemies.” At home there 
was Attica and Soledad and 
San Quentin and a score of 
others. 

In these prisons where so 
many of our community were 
locked up, white power made 
its most comprehensive effort 
to deal with our ex- 
plosiveness (short of exter- 
mination). Still Black men 
and women rose up, 
reveating a force whose 
revolutionary potential struck 


-many. of-us- with awe, both at 


ifs bravery and at its in- 
domitability (the persistent 
refusal of the Black op- 
pressed to be Contained). 

We have already written on 
Attica. Let us simply note 
here that when we view the 
possibilities of linkages bet- 
ween Attica, and all it 
represented, with the 
brothers now returning from 
Vietnam (and other im- 
perialist adventures) and with 
the best children of Maicoim 
and Martin and Fanon in the 
schools and in the streets, we 
see the potential of a new 
‘powerful black movement 
arising, What we lack is the 
program and purpose: to 
cement these separate parts 
into.a new irresistible whole. 

But there is no other way 
for us to go now, for the truth 
is out. And the truth is the 
BLACK PEOPLE HAVE NO 
FUTURE. OUTSIDE OF 
AMERICA NOR ANY 
FUTURE INSIDE AMERICA 
EXCEPT THAT WHICH WE 
MAKE. It is in this land where 
we must make ourstand. That 
is the truth which ties Black 
people together inside or out- 
side of Attica, inside or out- 
side of Vietnam, inside or 
outside of higher (or lower) 
education. 

But white America has 


in torrents in our community 
and why we ar’ cufrently 
being assailed with new 
popular~ anti-struggle énter- 
tainment like Shaft and Cot- 
ton Comes to Harlem. For as 
long as we are “nedding” or 
singing and dancing -of. put- 
ting the pursuit of pleasure 
before.the pursuit.of frgadom, 
we shall stay enslaved. 

On the Black side:

Throughout Black America 
the process of organizing 
was tremendously slowed by 
the reluctance of Black 


ple to venture our 

because of the pervasiveness 
of black crime in our com- 
munities, The temptations of 
easy living lured too many 
brothers (and sisters) into a 
life of anti-black crime. Thus 
preying on ourselves became 
a habit and a' vocation in 
1971. 

This contradiction _is 
characteristic of oppressed 
peoples. Instead of mounting 
an attack on the society 
which has pushed us out of 
the economy and denied us 
any real means of livelihood, 
we turn destructively upon 
ourselves, We fail to see the 
real issue: that there is no 
place for Black people as a 
whole within the American 
economy. Our historical role 
as agricultural and industrial 
servants has ended: We_ara, 
now simply a burden im- 
patiently, antagonistically, 
temporarily tolerated by white 
America, The epidemic

1971 -The Year Of Phony Issues. 


. The year just grinding to an end has 
been an eventtul one, but. so much heat 
and energy Was expended on superticial 
issues to the avoidance of the real ones 
that we may call it the year of the phony 
issues. 

Busing is a prime example of the 
issues that.made headlines all over the 
country. Political leaders at all levels of 
government siezed upon it as the kind of 
issue_that gets people mad and helps 
other people get elected” The public's 
misunderstanding of the real factors 
behind ‘busing helped to make it one of 
those controversial things that evoke an 
emotional response. Political promises 
not to “force” busing on a community, 
and similar misleading statements, only 
served encourage resistance to the 
law-and-to-court orders, and to bury the 
real issues in emotional'verbiage. 

The real issue is and always was 
quality education for all children. There's 
no plot to rope all-youngsters onto 
buses. When black children were bused 
past all-white schools to attend all-black 
ones, no one complained about busing. 
if busing could be used as a device to 
defy the law it now can be used as a 
device to comply with the law. 

It's just one of many ways in which the 
schools can be integrated. That's the law 
of the-land, and if housing segregation 
weren't so rigid there would he no need 
for busing. Instead of focusing attention 
on the real issue of making the schools 
work for children of all races and 
economic backgrounds, we've become 
mired in the muddy, phony issue of the 
school bus, 

It's the same in housing. The year saw 
many middie and upper income areas 
wage a fight to keep poor people and 
black people out. Again, instead of 
talking about the real issue -- access’ to 

lecent housing for all -- the country 
became bogged down in drawing. point- 
les8 distinctions between , racial 
discrimination, which is bad, and 
economic discrimination, which amounts 
to the same thing, but is described as 
being all right.

This was a 
terre tragedy, The blood spilied in the 
prison yard at Attica will have been 
spilied in vain if-it does not lead to a 
broad national program of prison reform. 
That's the real issue—the function of the 
penal system and its refarm so that men 
may be returned to society with a chance 
to become productive citizens. Instead, 
the phony issues seemed to quickly 
dominate the discussions of the Attica 
revolt and people who should know bet- 
ter just wound up talking about how 
prisons can be made more secure and 
oppressive. 

This was also a year in which the 
Supreme Court gained two new members 
of a conservative cast. It is now very 
likely that the Court, once a refuge for 
the rights of poor and minority peoptes, 
will become yet another example of in- 
Stitutional unresponsiveness to their 
needs. ney 


And-1971 was @ year that opened and 
closed with the deaths~of great black 
men. In March, Whitney Young was 
taken from us in his prime, and black 
people from all walks of life and all 
viewpoints mourned the passing of this 
battler for justice_and-dignity. Then, as 
the year closed, Ralph Bunche, whose 
international tame as a peacemaker over- 
shadowed his role as one of the great 
pioneers of black consciousness, died at 
67. The loss of these two giants alone is 
enough to make 1971 a year of sorrow 
for black people and for all who value a 
better society.

There was a little episode about three 
weeks ago when three biack plane hi- 
jackers tried to give the passengers a 
trip to Africa but it failed when they were 
caught. 

Who were they? | did not get the 
names but they were scions of the Re- 
public of New Africa. What are they 


_talking about the new Republic of 


Africa? The very name denotes the 
ignorance of black Americans about 
Atrica. 

The old sod, Africa, is divided into so 
many different republics and other politi- 
cal entities and in any of them, where 
would a rebellious black American group 
be welcome? Each of those political 6n- 
tities is under the guidance of a strong 
man, a kind of dictatorship who, would 
not want American blacks, mad at the 
white folks, parking in his political con- 
fines. Mad black, Americans could. make 
trouble for him and their new ideas of 
what should be done about black people. 

Those African dictators are trying to 
bulld strong nations and knit modern 
states out of what were tribal communi- 
ties less than a generation ago. While 
one may think the better political power 
is strictly democratic, in the, case of 
Africa, dictatorships are necessary at 
present to govern people of the nations 
for the natives have known nothing else 
but overlordship, dictating to'them what 
they should do, 

Many of the new nations still have 
tribal communities with old tribe chiefs 
running the communities as they always 
did, with a kind of arrangement with the 
national governments. Ethiopia, a free 
Nation for thousands of years, still has to 
put Up with the national government in a 
kind of treaty arrangement with tribal 
chiefs. —
